Manager MeDonald Denies This. 

As to the bility for the deplorable 
catastrophe of Monday at the World’s Fair 
there seems to bea wide difference of under- 
standing between the architect who made the 
plans for the Cold-Storage firetrap and the 
management of the Hercules Iron Works, 
who built and owned the building. Architect 
Burnham says that if the building had been 
constructed as it was planned the fire would 
never have occurred, and that the Hercules 
Iron Works had been notified repeatedly by 
himself and many others as to the danger of 
allowing the smokestack in the center of the 
high tower to discharge its smoke and sparks 
at a point that was actually thirty inches lower 
than the top of the dome of the tower. Man- 
ager McDonald of the Hercules Iron Works 
denies that he was ever notified by Mr. Burn- 
ham, Chief Swenie,.the Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation, or any one else as to the dangerous 
condition of the stack. ‘ | 

The fact that the building had caught fire 
twice before within thirty days at the same 


point and that the insurance companies had 
canceled their written policies on the building 
on account of the unfinished smokestack was 
not a sufficient incentive for the company to 
remove the cause of danger by placing the 
last section in the top of the stack in order to 
have it pass through the roof instead of ter- 
minating within three feet of a mass of pine

The Thimble Was Never Placed. 


The stack passed through the colonnade 
and terminated just. under the roof of the 
dome. Here the architect’s plan calls for 
what is known as a “ thimble,” which is, prac- 
tically, a section of the stack that was to con- 
nect with the main portion and extend on up- 
ward through the roof of the dome. The 
thimble was six inches larger in diameter 
than the stack and was to slip overit. The 
space between the two was to be filled with 
asbestos, and the idea of the thimble was to 
take up the expansion of the iron in the high 
stack as well as to carry the smoke and sparks 
outside the roof. The “thimble” was never 
put in place, although it is said that the mate- 
rial for its construction was on the ground. 

When the fire had burned away some of the 
nearest woodwork, as it had done twice be. 
fore, the falling brands commenced to drop 
down alongside the stack and inside the 
twelve-foot shaft that inclosed it. The inside 
of the shaft was perfectly smooth, as it was 
lined with matched pine flooring. The burn. 
ing wood found no lodging place until it 
fell to the bottom of the shaft and the base of 
the stack.

“T was standing-on the top floor of the 
building, which was a skating rink, when the 
fire was first discovered, and saw several men 
enter the tower with the intention ‘of going to 
the top. Recognizing their danger I tried to 
persuade them to.desist.

The fire which swept so many firemen to 
their death left but little of the building 
standing. Before morning broke on the scene 
of the disaster the fire had been entirely sub- 
dued under the streams from the five engines 
and the engines were taken off one by 
one, until by 9 o’clock there was but one re- 
maining to give forth aid in the event of the 
fire getting started again in the heap of tim- 
bers. There were two hook and ladder trucks 
kept in service during the day to aid the de- 
tail of firemen in getting on the tottering 
wails and into the ruins. There wore reliefs 
of firemen to take the place of those who had 
been up all night watching that a veering 
wind might not send showers of sparks in 
the direction of the main buildings of the Ex- 
position and start a second fire more serious 
than that of Monday.

who might wish to use it for storage purposes, 
Though its plan is understood to have been 
approved by the Fair directory, it was as 
much a concession as are any of the shows on 
the Midway Plaisance. Hence no portion of 
the Fair proper was damaged by the fire, 


to whom the structure belonged, will prove 
to be a heavy one when all the returns are in. 
To the latter it will be almost total, as the in- 
surance companies had refused to be respon- 
sible for its destruction by fire since the un- 
trustworthy character of the place was ascer- 
tained some weeks ago. To many of the ex- 
hibiters the loss will be total also. Some in- 
surance was placed in foreign countries. 
Undoubtedly one result of the terrible dis- 
aster will be a marked decease in the number 
of visitors to the roofs of the buildings in the 
park. This will be a loss to the concession- 
naires who pay for the privilege of gratifying 
the curiosity of those who wish to survey the 
Fair from on high, but will not interfere with 
the Fair itself. All the exhibits are on the 
ground level or in the galleries, and the high- 


But there is no 
such danger of fire in any of the structures 
belonging to the Fair. The Art Building is 
strictly fireproof, and all the others are amply 
provided with hose, chemical extinguishers, 
and fire buckets, with water connections that 
furnish the means of promptly dealing with 
fire should any break out. It is said that none 
of these appliances were in the Cold-Storage 
Building. The people who controlled that 
structure did not calculate on the possibility 
of a conflagration, but it is strange they 
should not have provided against it after at- 
tention had beén called by the insurance com- 
panies to the insecurity of the place. . . 
Members of the Council of Administra- 
tion met early yesterday with intent to 
make a thorough investigation of the fire. 
Later the National Commission passed reso- 


pliances now at hand for protecting visitors 
in case of fire in the grounds and buildings. 
It is rather broadly intimated that the World’s 
Fair management is to blame. It is said that 
Marshal Murphy made a full report some 
time since to the effect. that the building was 
a mere fire-trap-and endangered the safety of 
other structures near it, but that no heed was 
paid to his suggestions, and guards on duty 
there were withdrawn under strong remon- 
strance from Col. Rice, who made similar 
representations in regard to danger from fire. 
It is understood that the Coroner has decided

CREMATE THE GARBAGE. 3 

There is but ofie way in which to dispose of 
the garbage of this city and that is to burn it. 
When that is done it becomes harmless dust. 
The present method of handling this stuff is 
slouchy, filthy, and dangerous. It is carted 
to vacant ground in the northwestern or 
southwestern sections of the city and dumped 
there. Then it rots and stinks. The people 
living in the vicinity are poisoned with the 
foul gases all the time; those living nearer 
the lake shore get the benefit of the deadly 
emanations of these heaps of corruption 


as they generally do. The fetid 
miasmatic odors, weighted with the seeds of 
disease, are carried into whet shouid be the 
healthiest districts. 

One would imagine that the municipal au- 
thorities of a nineteenth century city would 
not continue such an infernal system for a 
day, that their knowledge of the laws of 
health and the demands of decency would impel 
them to doaway with those pest heaps of seeth- 
ing garbage that sicken the traveler as he 
enters the city on some railway lines. Yet 
they adhere to the filthy old method, pretend 
sometimes they are going to do away with it 
to pacify a justly alarmed public, but do 
nothing. 

The Council instead of ordering the estab- 
lishment of crematories and seeing that its 
orders are obeyed calls on the Health Com- 
missioner and other officers for information. 
They, instead of telling the Aldermen the 
haked truth, that it is a sanitary crime to dis- 
pose of garbage in any other way than by 
tremation, lay great stress on small difficul- 
ties which are easily removed or raise infan- 
tile objections which can be met easily. The 
Health Commissioner says that one crema- 
tory to which he refers specifically cannot 
burn garbage mixed with ashes. Why then 
does not he usk the Council and the Mayor to 
see that the ordinances forbidding their mix- 
ing are enforced? At present no Health Offi- 
cer or other officér attempts todo so. A few 
arrests and fines—fines which should be col- 
lected and not remitted at the request of Al- 
dermen—would teach people that they must 
obey the law. If the Council wants cremato- 
ries why does not it order the city officers to 
enforce the above-mentioned ordinance? 

’ The Superintendent of Street Cleaning sings 
the same song. * The difficulty in Chicago 
is that it has been found impracticable to 
separate the garbage from other refuse.”’ It 
would not have been impracticable had an 
effort been made to make people dbey the 
ordinances. What has the Superintendent 
done? Has he tried to have any person ar- 
rested for mixing ashes with garbage? Has 
he reported to any one the names of any of- 


| fenders? He says also that he has been in- 


formed that‘ refuse from a large city can 
only be consumed by the most intense fires 
on a large scale which implies an expensive 
plant.”” Why not inform the Council-that 
others claim that an expensive plant is not 
réguired? Previous experiments in this city 
prove that cheap plants will do the work. 
The Superintendent says it costs more to 
consume garbage at one crematory now in 
operation than it does to team it to a dump 
and let it rot there. Supposing it does. Why 
does not he tell the Council that the gain in 
health and decency is such that it is real 
economy to burn garbage even though it 


} costs double? It appears from his own state- 


ment, however, that much of the increased 
expense is due to “ the difficulty of unloading 
and delivering the material to the crematory.”’ 
It would not bé amiss to explain that other 
erematories might be constructed where such 
difficu'ties would not exist. 

For years the city authorities have been 
playing football with this crematory question, 
The Council has kicked it to’the Mayor, he to 
the Health Commissioner, and he back to the 
Council. It is time to stop that nonsense and 
burn the garbage. 


REJECT DEMAGOGUE THORNTON. 

Charley Thornton, one of the new appoint- 
ees of Mayor Harrison for the Board of Edu- 
cation, isa thoroughly equipped and indeed 
fantastic faddist, judging from his interview 
published in yesterday’s Tarmunz. He swal- 
lows the whole curriculum of the Halle-Burt- 
Goetz combination except mud-pie making, 
and he even seems to think kindly of that. 
He wants the class teachers to waste their 
time and the time of the pupils in “ color 
work,” “ paper-cutting,” and ‘‘ dumbbell ex- 
ercises,”” and launches forth into a sort of 
rhapsody about the foreign language hum- 
bug. He talks about the language of Goethe, 
Lessing, and Schiller, and its influence in 
"developing literary taste.”’ What has that 
got to do with a common school education? 
And what does Mr. Thornton know about the 
influence of any language in developing lit- 
erary taste? His own has been acquired at 
the Stock-Yards in those frequent political 
tournaments in which he and Buck McCarthy, 
Maurice Moriarity, and *‘Col.”’ Parker have 
been concerned. . , 

Thoraton evidently has pledged himself to 
the Harrison-Halle-Stern compact. The 
School committee of the Council, which 
meets today, should take notice accordingly 
and recommend the rejection of Thornton’s 
appointment. On the Board of Education he 
would be an offensive and expensive ally of 
Halle and the other demagogue faddists. He 
has not a single qualification to render him 
useful on the board. He knows nothing about 
the German language or any other except the 
patois of the English used in the Stock-Yards 
ward caucuses. He has had a sort of attenu- 
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Congress, by withholding overa fifth of the 
appropriation made for the Fair, had removed 
all obligation on the part of the corporation 
to close Sunday, yet if they were successful 
in carrying out their Sunday opening project 
they would return to the government what 
had been actually received from it, The lan- 
guage used was as follows:

The only governmental agency which can 
make a demand for that $1,900,000 is Con- 
gress, If that body, which is to meet Aug. 7, 
were to pass a joint resolution accepting this 
offer and directing the President or the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to demand this money of 
the directors they would be in honor bound to 
pass it over. It would bea mean act on the 
part of Congress to ask for it, but it has 
shown continued meanness in the past in deal- 
ing with the World’s Fair. It may be assumed 
to be capable of anything, 

If the offer of the directors should be ac- 
cepted in due time what will they have to 
show for the $1,900,000 they propose to give 
up? Evidently the Sunday receipts will not 
suffiée to make it good. Their net Sunday re- 
ceipts should average over $90,000, whereas 
thus far, counting in the receipts from con- 
cessions on that day, they have not- been a 
quarter of $90,000. Financially, therefore, 
Sunday opening as now carried on.is not 
business-like. 

It is manifest also that “the welfare of the 
wageworkers’’ has not been promoted as yet 
by the opening of the Exposition Sundays, 
and that if a majority of the people “ demand- 
ed the privilege” they have not availed them- 
selves of it. Itdoesseem as though the di- 
rectors should, if they intend continuing Sun- 
day opening, find some means of getting the 
wageworkers and people generally to attend 
in such numbers as to justify the relinquish- 
ment of nearly two million dollars. It is be- 
lieved that a 25-cent rate of admission would 
bring in the wageworkers and would also in- 
crease the Sunday receipts. What is the ob- 
jection to trying the experiment? The di- 
rectors are asking the railroads to do just that 
identical thing.

TAKE CARE OF THE HEROES’ FAMILIES. 
Braver men never lived than the heroes who 

climbed the tower of the Cold-Storage Build- 
ing at the World’s Fair, They nobly per- 
formed the duty that was demanded of them, 
and when they found themselves in a death 
trap, fire above them and fire below them, 
they accepted their fate like “gentlemen un- 
afraid.”’ The little band of heroes faced their 
fate without flinching, though more terrible 
form of death never confronted any one. 

Theirs not to reason why, 

Theirs bu#te do or dis, 

To all who lent thei aid on this terrible oc- 
casion—to French marines, British hussars, 
and United States régulars, to the city police, 
the Columbian Guards, and the surviving fire- 
men—the officials of the Exposition and the 
people of Chicago owe a debt of gratitude. 
They made a gallant and magnificent effort 
to save the heroes of the tower. There was 
not a man of them who shirked his duty. To 
the dauntless three who climbed to the roof 
of the burning building to save a brother fire- 
mat the whole city will award the palm of 
heroic courage, though they could only rescue 
his dead body from the pitiless flames. But 
of this score of dead ones who were burned 
to ashes there only remains the memory of 
exalted courage, of duty nobly done, of the 
splendid exhibition of the heroism of human- 
ity. Their fate will always be a dark page in 
the otherwise brilliant history of the White 
City—a page of infinite sorrow.and pitiless 
horror. They died in the service of the City 
of Chicago. Their heroic record always will 
be cherished by it. For them thatis all that 
now remains, but for the wives and children 
of these men who are left without support there 
is a duty which will be generously met. They 
must be provided for, and large-hearted Chi- 
cago will promptly rise to the occasion. It is 
only necessary to state the nature of this duty 
to have it performed. Let the families of the 
heroes of the tower be amply provided for. 


Tue Corporation Counsel has submitted to 
the Council an ordinance ptfoviding that no 
railroad shall run its passenger trains within 
the city limits ata greater speed than ten 
miles an hour—they run at about thirty now 
—unless it agrees to pay the wagesof as many 
special uniformed policemen for duty at 
crossings as the Coinmissioner of Public 
Works may designate. The roads having re- 
fused to do that, the object of the ordinance 
is to coerce them, 

The Aldermen should think a little before 
passing such an ordinance. What would 
happen were the roads to refuse to be 
coerced, as on a previous occasion, and to be- 
gin running their trains at the slow rate of 
speed? Then at once .200,000 supurbanite 
hornets would swarm around the Aldermen 
and ask them what they meant by hitting at 
them, forcing them to spend so much time on 
the cars on their way to and from business. 
Aldermen from Lake View, Jefferson, Lake, 
and Hyde Park wards would begin to get 
frightened. Merchants would complain that 
they were getting their letters later than 
usual, and the result would be that the Coun- 
cil, yielding to a gust of populardispleasure, 
would repeal this ordinance.

Leonard W. Volk, its sculptor, would hare 
furnished its duplicate: a dozen citizens would 
have furnished valuable historical letters of Mr. 
Lincoln, but the Illinois managers would not 
haveit. 

Itadds emphasis to Mr. Whitney’s com- 
plaint that he himself three times offered his 
fine collection of letters, manuscripts, and 
other relics of Lincoln, first to the woman’s 


exhibit and afterwards to the managers of the 


{llinois Building, and no notice was taken of.

In this connection it would 
be well to remind Mr. Harrison and the 
Council also that during Mayor Washburne’s 
time a committee, of which Mr. E. 8. Drey- 
er was Chairman, spent $25,000 collecting 
information bearing on the track elevation 
question. This information was embodied in 


the form of a report which was published at’ 


the time. Is itof nousenow? Are not the 
facts at the disposal of the Mayor and the Mc- 
Gillen committee? Why, then, are they not 
utilized? To the casual observer it would ap- 
pear that there has been a great deal of noise 
about this track elevation business, but pre- 
cious little hds been accomplished, though the 
expenditures have been considerable, There 
should be a thorough understanding as to the 
duties of the engineer asked for by the May- 
or. Heshould be something more than a 
personal attaché or mouthpiece of Mr. Har- 
rison, and he should be able to utilize the 
facts already definitely ascertained regarding 
the track elevation problem.

Monday turn out. A matter came up before 
them yesterday, however, which is likely to 
prove rather awkward in view of their attitude 
toward the public in reference to World’s Fair 
rates. It has been the custom as far back as 
goes the memory of the oldest passenger 
agent to grant reduced rates to State and 
county fairs. These rates are always as low 
as one and a third and frequently lower than 
that. The question came up yesterday as to 
what should be done about rates to the vari- 
ous expositions, fairs, etc., to be held in the 
territory.of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion throughout the fall. If the roads refuse 
to do what they always have done before and 
decline to give any reduction to the county 
fairs it is pretty certain that the farmer will 
be up in arms and @ill grow quite as savage at 
the corporations as he could be made by any 
other method. 

On the other hand, if they do what they al- 
ways have done before and grant cheap rates 
to the county fair, they place themselves in 
the absurd positions of refusing to do fora 
world’s exposition what they are willing to 
do for the country pumpkin show. The mat- 
ter of the St. Louis Fair will prove especially 
embarrassing, because there has been a tacit 
understanding for some time that the roads 
would grant low rates;for that event. The 
whole question was not one that the passenger 
agents felt like deciding off hand, and so they 
referred the matter to a committee of five. 
This committee will formulate some scheme, 
and it will be submitted to the association 
later. 

The action of the roads in granting half-fare 
excursions from points beyond the Missouri 
River has proved anything but satisfactory. 
The excursions are hedged about by so many 
seemingly useless provisions that it is exceed- 
ingly doubtful if Bac at all well patron- 
ized by the ple whom they are intended to 
benefit, while on the other hand the vast ter- 
ritory lying within 400 or 500 miles of Chi- 
cago, which gets no benefit from these excur- 
sions, is now clamoring louder than 
ever for low rates. The railroads are 
complaining ef the - small business and 
they seem about ready to admit that 
there is little hope for any extensive travel so 
long as the agitation for reduction continues. 
They stiy that there are plenty of people who 
would come now were it not for the fact that 
all this agitation about reduced rates leads 
them to believe that the railroads will eventu- 
ally be forced to make reductions, and so they 
aré waiting until that time comes. A good 
man nger agents are talking in a Strain 
which indicates that when they come together 
July 28 to further consider the World’s Fair 
question there will be some much stronger 
advocates of cheap rates than there were at 
the meeting just adjourned. They say that 
there is little use in reducing the rates to the 
farmers before August any way, and that a 
red now simply cut heavily into 
their r travel without | of any serv- 
ice to people they. espegially desire to 
reach.

the Rev. L. M. Heilman is reported in Tux Trrs- 
UNE to have claimed last Sunday that all which 
is glorious, even in the material aspect of the 
World's Fair. is due to Christianity, and that it is 
Christianity that lies at the foundation of all the 
best,and noblest structure of earthly achieve- 
ments. He held that this religion has made it 
possible to have such a Fair at all, and that the 


‘ course of the people who violate the Lord’s day 


by looking at the Faur on the first day of the 
week, if uninterrupted, would land the race back 
again in the heathenism and barbarism “like 
that from which it has emerged through the 
teachings of the gospel.” 

The clerical gent is widely in error. It was no 
part of the pian ofthe one who founded 
Christianity, or of Paul and others who ex- 
pounded it to the early churches, to contribute 
anything to the material interests of mankind.

The plan of the gospel was not to save 
from suffering in this life, but from punishment
